Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
4. The present claims are allowable over the closest prior art Reale Jr. (US 3,901 ,8 1 5), 
Sullivan (US 3,939,084), Hoh et al (US 4,189,587), and WO 0053703 for the following reasons: 

The present claims are drawn to a composition that includes a cyclic thiourea compound 
(as seen above) with a lubricating oil. 

Reale (cited as a "Y" reference on the European search report) discloses a lubricating oil 
composition with a thiouracil compound of the formula:

The structure disclosed by Reale is clearly different from the currently claimed structure, nor is 
there suggestion of the claimed structure; thus Reale is not applicable against the current claims, 

Sullivan (cited as an "X" reference on the European search report) discloses a lubricating 
composition with an additive that may contain a uracil component. It should be noted that the 
reference was not an "X" with respect to claim 7, which is now in claim 1. The current structure 
is not disclosed or suggested by Sullivan. 

Hoh and WO 0053703 (equivalent to US 5,935,913) are both "Y" references on the 
European search report but do not contain or suggest the currently claimed structure. 

Thus, it is clear that Reale, Sullivan, Holt et al, and WO 0053703 do not disclose or 
suggest the claimed invention. 
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In light of the above, it is clear that rejections of record are untenable and thus the present 
claims are passed to issue. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
